UNDATED MESSAGE FROM CONGER 


London, 
Aug. 
27.—A 
dispatch 


from Tokio says General Yamaguchi 
reports that the Chinese have not 
abandoned hope of retaking Pekin, 
and that 90,000 men, with fifteen 
guns, were advancing toward Pekin 
from Shan Tung, probably intending 
to cut the allies* communications. 


MESSAGE FROM CONGER. 


Washington, Aug. 27.—The depart- 


ment of state makes public the fol- 
lowing dispatch from Minister Con- 
ger, received this morning: 


**From Taku, Aug. 27.—Secretary 


of State, Washington: No important 
movements since last dispatch. Mili- 
tary is trying to restore order. No 
representative of the Chinese govern- 
ment encountered yet. Seveial min- 
isters of the tsung Ji yamen reported 
in the city and are expected to appear 
soon. 
Generals decide not to enter 


imperial palace, leaving it practically 
vacant. 
Two thousand Germans ar- 


rived today. 
Conger/' 


This dispatch is undated, but from 


the fact that it mentions the arrival 
of a German force at Pekin, which has 
not yet been reported 
from 
any 


other quarters, it is presumed to be 
of very recent origin. 


WILD STORY DENIED. 


London, Aug. 27.—There is abso* 


lutely no truth in the dispatch from 
Che Foo, of Aug. 24, saying it was 
rumored there "on good authority" 
that Russia, Germany and Japan had 
declared war on China and had "in- 
vited Great Britain and the United 
States to retire" from that country. 
Inquiries made at St. Petersburg, 
Berlin and Tokio show the report is 
rejected at tjiose capitals as "un- 
worthy of notice."

to Amoy. 


Still the state department officials

REVIEW OF SITUATION. 


Washington, Aug. 27.—Cable in- 


terruptions continue to keep the gov- 
ernment here in the dark as to what 
is happening in China, and notwith- 
standing the most urgent appeals to 
the cable officials and to our own offi- 
cers there, no 
word 
has 
gotten 


through from China since Saturday. 


One of the cable companies this 


morning notified the state, war and 
navy departments that the 
Great 


Northern cable route, meaning the 
Siberian line, through which Pekin 
is reached from the north, and Japan 
and Korea are in part served, is in- 
terrupted at a point between Blag- 
owchetsmka and Khabaroweska, 


The eastern cable route is operating 


subject to great delay, though still 
open to Japanese points. 


The embassies and legations here, 


with the exception of the Japanese 
legation, are faring no better than 
the state department in the matter 
of the receipt of news. 


MINISTER WU DISTURBED 
Minister Wu and Baron Von Sten- 


tourg, the latter now acting as charge 
of the German embassy, both called 
at the state department this morn- 
ing in search of information, 


Mr. Wu stated that he had not had 


one word from Li Hung Chang, or 
In fact from any member of the Chi- 
nese government for some days, and 
that he was entirely dependent upon 
the state department and the newspa- 
pers for information. 


He was perturbed by the reitera- 


tion in the press of the story chat 
Russia, Germany and 
Japan 
had 


finally decided upon a formal decla- 
ration of war against China, and was 
much relieved to ascertain that the 
state department 
was absolutely 


without confirmation of this report, 


AMOY ATTRACTS ATTENTION. 
The condition of affairs at Amoy 


is for the moment attracting the 
greatest share of attention at the de- 
partment 
The United States con- 


sul at that point has become very 
much alarmed at the rioting; at the 
incendiary fires, and lastly at the 
landing of a considerable force of 
Japanese marines and sailors. The 


NOT MAKING A PROGRAM. 
The United States government has 


not invited any government to par- 
ticipate in a conference with the pur- 
pose of arranging 
the future of 


China. 
Nor has it received any such 


invitation from any other govern- 
ment. 
Negotiations tharlRve beeiT 


in progress for some time involved 
last week the dispatch of an identical 
note, or rather of practically iden- 
tical instructions to the United 
States diplomatic representatives in 
Europe and in Japan for their guid- 
ance in replying to inquiries that 
were flowing in upon them daily as 
to the purposes of the United States 
government. 


The state department itself has re- 


ceived many such inquiries from rep- 
resentatives of the powers- involved 
in the Chinese trouble. 
It is be- 


lieved that these were generally in- 
formal, but nevertheless as they 
called for statements of policy, it was 
regarded as expedient that the re- 
plies should not be divergent, and to 
guard against discrepancy, by direc- 
tion of the president, a formal in- 
struction was drawn up. 


That this did not exactly define the 


intention of the United States to 
withdraw from China at a specified 
date, was made evident by the con- 
tinuance of inquiries from the lega- 
tions and embassies here for infor- 
mation on this point. 


POWERS WANT TO KNOW. 
There is a very manifest desire on 


the part of t£e European govern- 
ments to get some expression from 
the United States government as to 
its purpose, before committing them- 
selves. 
It is believed that our an- 


swers have been framed with the spe- 
cial purpose of avoiding a committal 
of the government as to its policy 
beyond the points specifically laid 
down in the president's response to 
Emperor Kwang Tsu's first appeal, 
and 
in the answer to Li 
Hung 


Chang's appeal for mediation. How- 
ever, this may be, the state depart- 
ment does not regard it as expedient 
at,this moment to make public the 
latest phases of the negotiations, so 
it is impossible to know from this 
side whether 
or not 
they have 


touched upon propositions to divide 
China into spheres for military occu- 
pation; to provide for a temporary 
form of government at Pekin; or to 
endeavor to re-establish 
relations 


with the existing dynasty in China, 
though it may fairly be assumed that 
something has been said upon these 
various points.

sides on Windburg. 


Lord Roberts adds that 
General 


Oliver was "the moving spirit among 
the Boers in the southeast portion 
of the Orange colony 
during the 


war." 


BOERS VERY ACTIVE. 


London, Aug, 27.—The following 


dispatch was sent today by Lord 
Roberts: 


"Belfast, Sunday, Aug. 26.—En-

FRENCH OFFICER'S REPORT. 


Paris, Aug. 27.-*General Frey, the 


commander of the French forces in 
northern China, in his account of the 
operations of the French contingent, 
says that with the Russian forces, 
also under him, he seized the Chuen 
Che Hen gate of Pekin August 16, 
defeating large number? of Manchu 
troops, who defended it with cannon.

at the hotel on Friday night. 
The 


clerk of the hotel says Ford had been 
in the hotel for several days, but had 
never registered until Stridiron came 
to the house. 
The men breakfasted 


together this morning and then went 
out. 
They returned and went to 


Stiidiron's room. 
A few minutes 


later an elevator boy ran to the office 
and said that there was trouble in 
the room and shots were heard im- 
mediately afterwards. Stridiron was 
taken to the hospital in a critical 
condition. 
The police are making an 


investigation as to the cause of the 
tragedy. 
Stridiron's residence is in 


doubt, an acquaintance having given 
his home as Chicago, although he 
registered fiom Baltimore* 


In Ford's pocket was found the fol- 


lowing letter, crumpled and not ad- 
dressed: 


" 'The better the day the better the 


deed/ 
I hope my fi lends will for- 


give me for this act. I hope to spend 
a better life in the next world than 
I have in this." 


When Stridiorn became conscious 


in the hospital he said that Ford was 
not the correct name of the suicide. 
He said the man was John Seffon, 45 
years old, and that he was a sales- 
man living in Chicago. 


Stridiorn gave his own residence j 


as 119 Seeley avenue, Chicago. 


The letter left by Seffon or Ford, 


which was dated yesterday, showed 
that he probably intended to commit 
the crime on Sunday. 


A woman appeared at the 
hotel 


later in the day and said that the 
dead man whose name she gave as 
Esson had obtained a thousand dol- 
lars' worth of jewelry from her and 
she wanted it. The jewelry could not 
be found. 
Stiidiron in a statement 


to the coroner said he met Seffon (or 
Esson) about two weeks ago 
and 


they were about town at that time 
in a companionable way. 
He got 


Seffon a room at the Vendome and 
signed for his meals.

C. W. Wright, a midwife who, first 
accused of the murder of a 10-year- 
old girl patient, offered such resist- 
ance to arrest last night that two 
men killed, three wounded—two of 
them fatally—one woman wounded 
and her residence burned 
are the 


fruits of an all-night bottle between 
herself on one side and the officers 
and a mob on the other. Mrs. Wright 
is charged with the murder of Des- 
sie Salter, the 16-year-old daughter 
of a citizen of Gilman. 


THE DEAD.

FIRST ACT OF TRAGEDY, 


About 10 o'clock in the evening 


the fiist act of the tragedy was en- 
acted. 
It was precipitated by the 


investigation of the coroner's jury 
into the death of Dessie Salter, a six- 
teen-year-old girl of Leonard, 111,, 
who died in Mrs. Wright's lying- 
in hospital Friday night and was 
taken to her home in Leonard under 
cover of darkness early Saturday 
morning. 


No coffin was procured. 
The girl 


was wrapped up in an old blanket 
and piece of carpet and buried. After 
the jury had heard the evidence of 
Clarence Salter, father of the girl, 
the coroner came to the conclusion 
that it was injudicious to wait lon- 
ger for Mrs. Wright's arrest, and a 
warrant was procured and placed in 
the hands of Constable Nilstead for 
service. 


A number of deputies gathered up 


in the street accompanied Constable 
Nilstead. 
Mrs. Wright barred the 


door, and in forcing an entrance the 
constables encountered unexpected 
opposition. 


OFFICER SHOT DEAD, 


They broke the outer door open and 


entered the darkened rooms. Michael 
Ryan felt his way across the first 
room and was about to enter the door 
of the inner apartment when a shot 
rang out and he fell dead. 


The constables made a hurried exit 


and formed a picket line around the 
building1. At regular intervals they 
fired into the building in the hope 
that the occupants would surrender, 
but without success. 


Finally it was determined to set 


fire to the building. 
The recent 


rains had so dampened its timbers 
that the fire would not catch, and 
after burning some outbuildings the 
posse gave up the attempt and fell 
back to their original plan of driv- 
ing out Mrs. Wright 


flames and the mob began to think 
hat the 
inmates 
of the burning 


house had been cremated. 


A FIRE FROM THE REAR. 


'Suddenly, from a bunch of timber 
n the rear, several shots came in the 
direction of the mob. 
They were 


nswered, a hundred to one, and the 
Ire- was quickly silenced. Members 


the mob lushed to the timber 


nd in the dim light of the coming 
awn found the body of John Myers, 
a blacksmith, who had 
been em- 


rtoyed by Mrs. Wright, stretched in 
he death agony. He was shot in a 
.o&en places about the head 
and 


boulders, showing that he had been 
ying on his face, firing at his ene- 
mies, when he met death. 


Near by lay Mrs. Wright, a ragged 
ole in her right shoulder. She had 
>een wounded while lying down in 
he same position as Myers. The mob 
arried her down town, jeering as 
hey went. 
She was taken to the 


ouncil chamber and physicians set 
o work in an endeavor to bring her 
o consciousness. Up to 9 a. m. they 
ad been unsuccessful and it is prob- 
ble that she will not recover. 


MOB DISPERSES. 


The mob immediately 
dispersed. 


t had been reported that there were 
hree women in the house besides 
Mrs. Wright, but no signs of them 
have been found. The house was de- 
troyed with its contents. 
Mrs. Dr. Wright was about fifty 


years old. It is stated that she was 
ormerly an actress. For some time 
he has been conducting a lying-in 
xospital on the outskirts of Oilman. 
The death of Dessie Salter 
in the 


house last Friday and the verdict of 
he coroner's jury Saturday caused 
he issuance of a warrant for her ar- 
est, which resulted 
in 
wholesale 


shooting and the probable death of 
he principal. 


WANTED TO LYNCH HER, 


A strong guard wag placed around 
he city hall. 
Before long the crowd 


gathered again and threats of lynch- 
ng the wounded woman were freely 
made. 
The city authorities tried to 


keep the mob quiet, but with poor 
success. 
At 9:30 the mob made a 


united demonstration, smashing in 
the city hall windows and throwing 
brickbats and clubs at the prisoner* 


A shot was fired through the win- 


dow by one of the mob, but missed 
its intended mark. 


Finally the officers' got the mob 


quieted down, but another outbreak 
was momentarily expected. 


The coroner's verdict is expected 


this afternoon. 


Mrs. Wright was taken by the 


sheriff to Paxfcon at noon. 
Later 


she will be taken to the Watseka 
jail. 
The mob has become more 


quiet and no further demonstration 
is feared in Gilman, althouh it is 
rumored that it will be organized to 
make an assault on theWatseka jail.

•WILD STORY DENIED. 


London, Aug. 27.—There is abso- 


lutely no truth in the disputch from 
Che Foo, of Aug. 24, saying it was 
rumored there "on good authority" 
that Russia, Germany and Japan had 
declared war on China and had "in- 
vited Great Britain r.ud the United 
States to retire" from that country. 
Inquiries made at St. Petersburg, 
Berlin and Tokio show the report is 
rejected at those capitals as 
"un- 


worthy of notice." 


REVIEW OF SITUATION. 


Washington, Alig. 37,—Cubic in- 


terruptions continue to keep the gov-

About 3 o'clock the

Michael Ryan arrived. The

man had been earned to tho bushes 
near the house where 
he met his 


ii. A mob of probably 250 peo- 


ple had gathered. Most of them were 
armed. The scenes of grief which fol- 
lowed the arrival of Ryan's wife and 
children, fired the crowd with f fenny. 


THE BUILDING FIRED. 


They seined dozens of bundles of 


straw, saturated them with petro- 
leum, piled them against the front 
and sides of the so-called hospital, 
and applied the torch. 


In a moment the place was a mass 


of flames. Shot after shot rang from 
the upper windows, and George Wil- 
loughby, a local representative 
of 


the Standard Oil company, fell with a 
bullet in his left side. 


The next victim was Peter Lauer, a 


member 
of 
the attacking 
party. 


These casualties so angered the crowd 
that they volleyed the house as fast 
'as they could load their firearms. 


Contrary 
to 
expectations, 
no 


screams followed tho progress of 'tho 


flames and the mob began to think 
that the 
inmates 
of the burning 


house had been cremated. 


A FIRE FROM THE REAR. 


•Suddenly, from a bunch of timber 


in the rear, several shots came in the 
direction of the mob. 
They were 


answered, a hundred to one, and the 
fire was quickly silenced. 
Members 


of the mob rushed to 
the 
timber 


and in the dim light of the coming 
dawn found the body of John Myers, - 
a- blacksmith, who had 
been em- 


ployed by Mrs. Wright, stretched in 
the death agony. He was shot in a 
dozen places about the head 
and 


shoulders, showing that he had been 
lying on his face, firing at his ene- 
mies, when he met death. . 


Near by lay Mrs. Wright, a ragged 


hole in her right shoulder. She had 
been wounded while lying down in 
.he same position as Myers. The mob 
carried her down town, jeering as 
they went. 
She was taken to the 


council chamber and physicians set 


work in an endeavor to bring her 


o consciousness. Up to H a. m. they 
iad been unsuccessful and it is prob- 
ble that she will not recover. 


MOB DISPERSES. 


The mob immediately 
dispersed. 


It had been reported that there were 
three women in the house besides 
ffirs.

A PECULIAR CONDITION OF AF- 


FAIRS AT HIS HOME. 


Tames Wilccx. colored, aged be- 


tween 30 and 35 years, is behind the 
city prison bars, charged with the 
crime of bigamy.

1 be very easy to 


do it, nnd I shall undc.'takc to place 
them in snfe places whi'e the rest 
are arriving1, and ns soon -a<: they all 
get in' I shall give the necessary in- 
structions to direct and manage for 
co-operation in the blow on the walled 
city." 
SEIZURE 03T CITY NECESSARY. 


After making suggestions ns to the 


raising1 of a fund the letter continues: 


"At the same time, with nil due 


honor and respect, I inform you, gen- 
eral, that it is my strong belief thnt 
to secure n favorable termination of 
this present campaign in which we 
suffer defeats continually—not that 
any one is of much importance, but 
they diminish the desire of we Fili- 
pinos to pursue with the necessa-ry 
ardor the longed-for liberty and in- 
dependence of our"" dear country— 
there is no other way'of • attaining 
this than by carrying out the "blow 
in the city of Mnniln, since that piece 
of land, surrounded with its high and 
massive wnlJ. once taken, we shall be 
able to dominate Its suburbs, and as 
the foreigners live in them, we shall 


forced to have direct relations with 


them. 


"Yes, general, I agree with persons 


of greater ability than I 'that the 
burning of n few foreign commercial 
'. 


establishments will he sufficient to, 


a new color to the present criti- 


cal conditions in the Philippines, but 
permit me. general, to state my case 
briefly. How would the foreigners 
and the Americans come to an ar- 
rangement in regard to the damage 
and prejudice .such a conflagration 
would cause the first?
